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SLAIN MAN'S BODY 
IN RIVER THAT OF 
WEALTHY TAILOR 


Bullet Wound in Chest of 
Benjamin Cohen Who 
Owned DeBalivere and 
Waterman Corner. 


The mysterious disappearance of 
Benjamin Cohen, wealthy retired 
tailor who owned the southwest 
corner of DeBaliviere and Water- 
man avenues, was followed today 
by the identification of a body, 
taken yesterday from the Missis- 
sippi River with a bullet hole in 


the breast, as that of Cohen. The 
identification was made by Harvey 
Lieberstein, 6951 Delmar boule- 
vard, a relative by marriage. 

Cohen, since being divorced by 
Mrs. Anna Cohen last Nov. 3, had 
traveled between St. Louis, Miami, 
Fila., and Chicago, last word of him 
having been received a week ago 
by a brother, Harry Cohen, who 
lives at Miami. In a telegram sent 
from Chicago at that time, Ben- 
jamin told his brother he didn’t 
know where he would go from 
there. 

Yesterday his body was found 
near the Llinois side of the river 
by William Gruet, 7725 Vulcan 
street, and his son. Investigation 
disclosed the bullet wound in his 
left breast. 

There was no bullet hole in his 
coat or vest, and the bullet had 
entered from the side, leading in- 
vestigators to surmise he had been 
murdered. Apparently the body 
had been in the water several days, 
but there was no water on the 
lungs, indicating death had been 
caused by the bullet and not by 
drowning. 

Last Seen Here Nov. 11. 

He was last seen in St. Louis 
on Nov. 11, when he returned here 
from Miami in his sedan driven by 
his chauffeur, August Heil, 2616 
Pestalozzi street. He stayed one 
night at the Ranelagh Apartments, 
5707 McPherson avenue, but left 
after the manager had told Lieber- 
stein that the other guests were 
being disturbed by Cohen, who, he 
said, had been creating a disturb- 
ance in the halls. 

Cohen left. with Lieberstein, and 
spent the night at his chauffeur’s 
home. He went away the next day 
without telling his destination. 

At Heil’s home it was said that 
left alone, ending Heil's 
employment. 

Cohen, who was 57 years old,) 
lived before his divorce at 7150 
Stanford avenve, University City. 
He had been in il] health, and a 
year go his right leg was ampu- 
about six inches below the 
hip, because of diabetes. It was 
after reading a published descrip- 
tion of the body, which mentioned | 
the amputated leg, that Lieberstein 
made the identification. 

For many years Cohen had been 
a tallor in the West End. His iast 
shop was at 335 De Baliviere ave- 
nue, in one of the buildings he 
ownet. He had acquired consid- 
erable money and property, in- 
cluding the valuable corner at De 
Baliviere and Waterman avenues.

Lakin Bares Plea to Cubans

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—A 
plan to foment distrust of the 
United States in Latin-American 
countries was uncovered today by 
the Caraway Lobby Investigating 
Committee, when H. C. Lakin, 
president of the Cuba Co., identi- 
fied a letter written by him to 
Rafael Sanchez Aballi, Secretary of 
Cuban Communications, suggesting 
that Cuba's treatment under the 
American tariff system be called 
to the attention of the appropriate 
persons in other Latin-American 
countries. 


Lakin stated that he had been 
rebuked by Aballi for making the 
suggestion, and that he was thor- 
oughly ashamed of it. As head of 
the Cuba Co. which has  liarge 
financial interests itn Cuba, Lakin 
was interested in a low tariff on 
Cuban sugar. 

Urged That Mill Owners Act. 

“According to my views,” wrote 
Lakin, “one of our strongest argu- 
ments is that other Latin-American 
countries will claim that if Cuba’s 
close relations to the United States 
result in damage to Cuba, they had 
better fight shy of having a similar 
thing happen to them. Therefore. 
it seems to me that it would be 
a good thing to call the situation 
to attention of the appropriate 
persons in other Latin-American 
countries. Of course, that could 
not be done officially by § the 
Cuban Government, but I do not at 
the moment see why it should not 
appear to come from the Hacen- 
dados Association.” 

The Hacnedados Association is 
the organization of Cuban sugar 
mill owners. 

“Necessarily,” the letter con- 
tinued, “two oor three relia 
friends would have to be 
by you to undertake the work in 
a confidential and competent man- 
ner. I do not see how I could do 
armything of that kind here in New 
York. 

Pressure of Public Opinion. 

“How does the idea strike you? 
If it is to accomplish any good, it 
ought to be done immediately. The 
crucial time wil be during the next 
six weeks. Within a few days the 
Subcommittee of the Ways and 
Means Committee will start to work 
On the sugar and molasses schedule 
and the pressure of public opinion 
ought to begin to be exerted be- 
fore their work is finished. 

“We have-now firm subscriptions 
for $85,000 for our fund and prob- 
ably will receive some additional 
money. It has all been subscribed 
by nine companies, but they repre- 
sent at least a majority of Cuban 
production. Thus far, only offe 
company which I have approached 
has failed to contribute. Mr. Shat- 
tuck telis me that you were anx- 
ious to have some Cuban contribu- 
tions, but I think that for the pres- 
ent it is better to leave the respon- 
sibility to the American companies, 
especially as the members of Con- 
gress are very sensitive about any 
foreign interference with what they 
regard as a purely national matter.

night. M. J. Bradley, Payne Coun- 
ty Sheriff, said murder charges 
would be filed against both Young 
and his wife today at Stillwater. 

Butier and Danhour, accom- 
panied by Daye Humphrey, Deputy 
Sheriff, went to Young’s home, 
Humphrey, fearing he might be 
recognized, left the house and soon 
after hig departure, Danhour said, 
the Federal agents asked for a pint 
of whisky. 

When the Negro produced the 
liquor, Danhour continued, he was 
served with a warrant for his ar- 
rest. Young, he said, snatched at 
the bottle, in an effort to destroy 
it, and during the scuffle between 
Danhour and the Negro, Butler 
entered another room, where he 
found Mrs. Young. Danhour sali 
he heard a shot and a moment 
later Butler fell to the floor near 
the doorway, where he died almost 
instantly.

Referring to another clipping, 
which stated that a letter had been 
sent by the Cuban Rotary Clubs

The 
mere writing of a letter, without 
following it up probably will not 
accomplish much, but I do see con- 
siderable advantage and benefit in 
the Rotarian movement, if it is 
proceeded with and not dropped 
at the present. stage.”

Guilty of First - Degree 
Robbery for Stealing Tax-

Under a sealed verdict returned 
today by a jury in Circuit Judge

street and then to Bell and Leon- 
ard avenues, where they displayed 
revolvers, took his machine, money 
and cap, ordered him to “beat it” 
and drove away, one of the rob- 
bers donning the cap. | 

Arrested a few hours later in a 
house at 106 South Twenty-second 
street, Carter tossed a revolver on 
a table, police reported. He gave 
his home address as 1415 Francis 
street. At his trial he made a gen- 
eral denial of the robbery. 

Seven convictions have been ob- 

tained by Circuit Attorney Miller's 
staff this year under the habitual 
criminal act which, when a prior 
conviction is shown, makes the 
maximum punishment mandatory 
for the specific offense charge—in 
the case of first-degree robbery, 
life imprisonment.

Detectives engaged in the inves-. 
tigation of the murder of State 
enator Joseph Mogler today sought 


for questioning a North Side police 
character who is said to have been 
an avowed énemy of the  poli- 
ticilan, bondsman and movie thea- 
ter owner. 

During the re-examination of 
friends and acquaintances of the 
Senator, which was begun yester- 
day by the 15 detectives employed 
in the case, an employe of Mogler 
described the man who is sought 
and said that he had a grudge 
against Mogler because he had been 
forcibly ejected from one or an- 
other of his theaters on several oc- 
casions. , 

During the primary election in 
August, 1928, when Mogler was 
an unsuccessful candidate for Re- 
publican Committeeman in the Sec- 
ond Ward, it was said, this man 
waylaid one of Mogler’s workers 
and beat him so severely that he 
was in a hospital for some time. 
The search for this reputed en- 
emy is in line with the investiga- 
tors’ theory that every friend or 
enemy of Mogler should be ques- 
tioned rigidly in the hope that some 
remark might give a clew to the 


'motive for the murder or the iden- 


tity of the two men who killed the 
State Senator in the Mogler Thea- 
ter, 3936 North Ninth street, nine 
days ago. 

To Question Friends. 

“Among all the hundreds of 
friends that Joe Moglier had it is 
possible that some one of them has 
learned something about his mur. 
der during the time which has 
elapsed,”” Chief of Detectives Kaiser 
said today. “Such a friend may 
not realize that he has information 
which would, assist in the investi- 
gation. It is our hope that intel- 
ligent questioning of everybody 
may bring something out,” 
Yesterday Detective - Sergeant 
Thomas Moran spent two hours in 
Mogier’s office over the Ninth 
street theater, ransacking file cab- 
inets, desks and the office safe in 
a hunt for a brown efvelope con- 
taining papers and a key thought 
to have been intrusted to the Sen- 
ator for safe-keping by someone 
else.

Mosley followed Mildred White to 
the Bass grocery, after sending her 
there to buy supplies, and abused 
her for “trifling.” When she at- 
tempted to flee he began shooting 
with a revolver, killing her and 
wounding the infant she was car- 
rying. He shot Bass and his wife 
when they started to run from the 
store. After Mosley had emptied 
his revolver he seized a cheese 
knife from a counter and stabbed 
his wife 13 times as she lay on the 
floor. 

Mabry was convicted of fatally 
shooting William Busch, on Feb. 4, 
1928, when Busch resisted an at- 
tempted holdup by Mabry and El- 
lis Collins. Collins was tried sepa- 
rately and sentenced to life impris- 
onment. Mabry made two confes- 
sions, when apprehended at War- 
rensburg, Mo., but repudiated the 
confessions at his trial and offered 
an alibi defense. Mabry said he was 
18 years old at the time of his’ 
trial. Chief Justice J. T. White. 
who wrote the opinion, held there 
was no reversible error in the trial.

Police think the 
school teacher refused to see Mar- 
tinez. 

Other witmesses have also told 
Prosecutor Knight that Miss Gum- 
mersheimer expected the Cuban, 
formerly her pupil. and who at one 
time bad paid ardent suit te her, 
to be in Reckford.

Dec. 11.—<Authori- 
ties sought to learn from survivors 
today the cause of the fire in the 
Manhattan Film Studio in wHich 
10 members of a talking picture 
company lost their lives and i8 
were injured. Four-of the dead 


were chorus girlp in the cast of a 


song and dance revue being filmed 
by Pathe Sotind Studios, Inc. 

The dead: Edna Burford, Cath- 
erine Porter, Jola Sparks and No- 
rine Byrne, chorus girls; Joseph 
Bishoff, make-up man; Charlies 
Kerble, Carl Kramer and Robert 
Nussman, electricians; Jack Quinn, 
property man, and Ernest Wilson, 
bookkeeper. 

Two theories for the cause of 
the fire were atlvanced. Witnesses 
told officials of the Fire Marshal’s 
office that a glowing spark was 
seen to drop from the carbon of a 
sunglow arc-lamp a moment be- 
fore a mass of scenery and drapes 
burst into flames. They said the 
burning particle fell inté folds of 
a velvet drop. 

Traces Fire to 

Peter C. Spence, chief of the Fire 
Prevention Bureau of the Fire De- 
partment, said he believed the fire 
probably was the result of a sur- 
reptitiously smoked cigarette. 

He said an order for the instal- 
lation of a sprinkler system in the 
old studio building which is at 
Park avenue and 134th street, 
Harlem, had been issued last May. 
but because not more than five 
reels of film were stored in the 
building at one time, the depart- 
ment was powerless to enforce the 
order. 

About 100 persons, directors, 
musicians, comedians, dancers, elec- 
tricians and other members of the 
company were in the studio ready 
to begin filming cabaret scenes. 
Many of the girls were still in 
dressing rooms on the balcony. 

A ruddy flicker showed above a 
velvet drape hiding a pile of un- 
used scenery. Someone snatched 
down the drape while others ran 
for fire extinguishers and a fire 
hose. Feeding on the flimsy scen- 
ery, the flames flared up, sweeping 
through the studio which was hung 
with drapes to aid acoustics. 


Bernard Mahoney, an assistant - 


director, ran to the stairs shouting, 
“fire, get out.” 

The girls evidently thinking he 
was trying to hurry them onto the 
set delayed. When they realized 
their peril al) exits but the main 
ome were cut off. They fan {pn 
panic down the front stairs and 
were caught ina jam. It was hear 
the entrance that firemen found 
the bodies. Miss Burford was still 
alive when carried out. She died | 
in a hospital.

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Three Degrees of Forgery 
Charged in Each True Bill 
Returned Against Real 
Estate Man. 


_ Niné indictments, charging the 
three degrees of forgery in each of 
three deed of trust frauds, were 
voted by the grand jury yesterday 
against Arthur W. Obermeyer, late- 
ly an Easton avenue real estate 


dealer, 

Obermeyer, who was arrested 
Nov. 19, is under $25,000 bond. The 
punishment for first degree forgery, 
on conviction, is imprisonment for 
not less than 10.years; for second. 
degree forgery, two ‘to 10 years, 
and for third degree forgery, two 
to seven years. — 

The three cases figuring in the 
charges relate to deeds of trust 
which were sold by Obermeyer, a 
former Sunday school teacher and 
church deacon, to G. Phii Hoff- 
man, a North St. Louis business 
man. One ceed, on property 
owned by Philip Pendino and his 
wife of 6822 Cote Brilliante ave- 
nue, was a purported second deed 
for $2060; one was on property at 
5356-58 Cote Brilliante, owned by 
Miss Margaret Welsh; and. the 
third on property of Patrolman 
and Mrs. John Carten, 5540 Greer 
avenue, 

In each case, Obermeyer is 
Charged with first degree forgery 
in having executed the deeds, sec- 
ond degree forgery in acknowl- 
edging the deeds, and third degree 
forgery in executing the accom- 
panying notes. 

Obermeyer admitted selling 
about $100,000 of forged deeds, 
Hoffman said at the time of the 
arrest. 

Almost all his victims were con- 
nected with the First German Con- 
gregational Church, which he at- 
tended for 22 years before it was 
disbanded after the building was 
destroyed in the 1927 tornado. 
Hoffmann, president of the congre- 
gation, lost $40,006, while mem- 
bers of his family hold almost 
$30,060 worth of forged deeds. 
Former Circuit Judge A. B. Frey, 
who sued Obermeyer’s real estate 
company into receivership on be- 
half of the American Loan Co. and 
other creditors, has estimated that 
Obermeyer’s liabilities will exceed 
$150,000. Jacob Sigoloff, receiver, 
reported recently that he has found 
no tangible assets other than office 
furniture. 

Inquiry into his affairs following 
his arrest disclosed that he lost 
$65,000 in operating Marigold Gar- 
dens, a night club at Delmar 
boulevard and Hamilton avenue, 
where the late John Cafferata had 
conducted a _ restaurant. Ober- 
meyer’s only explanation of his 
acts, that he “robbed Peter to pay 
Paul,” apparently meant that he 
issued a few forged deeds to recoup 
the cabaret losses, and then issued 
others to pay interest on the first 
forged deeds. 

First information of the real es- 
tate dealer’s operations came from 
Patrolman Carten, who discovered 
a duplicate deed of trust for 
$1750 on his property after the 
original deed issued to Obermeyer 
in May, 1926, was released in No-~ 
vember, 1928. 

Obermeyer is 39 years old and 
has been married twice.

pointment at $11,000 a year. There 
appear to be other members who 
would favor selection of Gerling as 
the best available outstanding edu- 
cator and as one thoroughly fa- 
)miliar with the St. Louis schools, 


but who prefer to wait for the com- 
mittee’s recommendation. There is 
gome opposition to Gerling within 
the board ‘s . 
Discussion was precipitated by an 
unexpected resolution by Henry P. 
Schroeder, calling for election of 
Gerling at a special meeting or by 
the January meeting of the board, 
and arguing that delay weakens the 
administration and prevents forma- 
tion of definite policies. It added 
}that Gerling kad all the necessary 
qualifications. Myrt A. Rollins; 
sharing Schroeder’s attitude, pro- 
posed laying the resolution over 
until the special committee report- 
ed, and this was voted, but the 
measure was not called up again 
after the committee was heard 
from.

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ASKS CONGRESS TO FIX 
RAILWAY VALUATION BASIS 


Senator Howell Would Establish I. C. C. 
Prudent Investment Theory, in Face of 
Supreme Court’s 


Contrary Ruling. 


’ WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—De- 
claring that the shippers of the 
country were threatened with an 
ultimate large increase in freight 
rates as a result of the Supreme 
Court’s decision in the celebrated 
St. Louis & O’Falion Railway valu- 
ation case, Senator Howell, inde- 
pendent Republican of Nebraska, 
proposed in the Senate today the 
enactment of a joint resolution es- 
tablishing as a rate base the O’Fal- 
lon formula approved by the ma- 
jority of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

Howell said that if the higher 
rates made possible by the Supreme 
Court's decision should be put into 


\effect, all that Congress had done 


to aid the farmer would be nulli- 
fied. 

The resolution provides “‘that for 
the purposes of rate-making and 
recapture of earnings under the In- 
terstate Commerce act, as amended, 
the valuation of the property of any 
common carrier subject to such act 
shall be determined in accordance 
with the principles and methods ap- 
proved in the report and order of 
the majority of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in the St. Louis 
& O’Falion case.” 

The resolution was referred to 
the Interstate Commerce Committee 
of the Senate. 

I. C. C. Prudent Investment 

The I. C. C. formula, which the 
Supreme Court rejected by a vote 
of 5 to 3, provided for the deter- 
mination of the value of railroad 
property not by the “reproduction 
new” theory, but on the basis of 
general commodity price levels be- 
fore the war-time inflation. It ap- 
proached more nearly to the “pru- 


dent investment” than to the “re- 
production new” doctrine. 

“The question involved,” gaid 
Howell, “was not constitutional; but 
statutory. The resolution proposes 
merely to make clear the intent of 
Congress under the Interstate Com- 
merce act. Unless Congress inter- 
venes, the Supreme Court decision 
will result ultimately in increasing 
the tentative valuation of all rafi- 
roads, adopted by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for rate- 
making purposes, from $21,000,000,- 
000 to about $30,000,000,000 based 
upon 1928 railroad construction 
costs 


“Such an increase of 43 per cent 
in the rate bases of the railroads 
will ultimately be reflected in high- 
er railroad rates—rates as high as 
the traffic will bear. 

“While it will not be practicable 
to put these higher rates into ef- 
fect immediately, yet if the intent 
of Congress as interpreted by the 
Supreme Court stands, for years to 
come the railroads will be in a 
position to campel the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to afford 
them almost any increase in rates 
demanded. 

“It is evident that the commer- 
cial, industrial and farming inter- 
ests of the country are menaced 
with ultimate higher railroad rates, 
and that these higher rates rates, 
due to the provisions contained in 
the Esch-Cummins law respecting 
the valuation of railroad property. 

“Therefore Congress is responsi- 
ble for the situation confronting the 
country. As there was no consti- 
tutional question involved, it is 
apparent that Congress can correct 
the situation by placing its stamp 
of approval upon the Interstate 
Commerce Commission's interpre- 
tation of the valuation provisions 
of the law.”

NORRIS ASSAILS EDITORS FOR 
‘CONTENDING FOR GRUNDYISM’

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The 
Minnesota newspaper editors who 
appealed for speedy action on the 
tariff bill without holding it up in- 
definitely to cut existing industrial 
rates were described in the Senate 
today by Senator Norris (Rep.), 
Nebraska, as contending for 
“Grundysim.”’ 

Norris assailed their position 
after Senator Allen (Rep.), Kan- 
sas, read an appeal! from one of the 
editors, Herman Roe; publisher of 
the Northfield News, asking for an 
opportunity to appear here to “an- 
swer the aspersions cast upon him 
here.” 

After Norris said he was not 
challenging the right of the edi- 
tors to present their views in a paid 
advertisement, Allen asserted he 
thought the editors resented his 
speech yesterday linking them with 
Joseph R. Grundy of Pennsylvania. 

“They are advocating the same 
doctrine as Grundy,” insisted Nor- 
ris. “He says we must keep our 
hands off these articles manufac- 
tured in the East. That is Grundy- 
ism.”’ 

The row started yesterday when 
Allen read a full-page advertise- 
ment in the Washington Post paid 
for by more than 100 Minnesota 
editors, urging that the Senate 
speedily enact the tariff bill “‘with 
its splendid new farm rate schedule 
and not hold it up indefinitely to 
slash existing industrial rates.” 


TELLS COOLIDGE SILENCE 
EMBARRASSES HIS PARTY

BOSTON, Dec. 11.—Robert M. 
Washburn, president of the Roose- 
velt Club of Boston, today in a iet- 
ter mailed to former President 
Coolidge told him that his reticence 
in the matter of his availability as 
a candidate for the Republican 
nomination to succeed Senator 
Frederick H. Gillett had put the 
party in this State “at a danger- 
ous disadvantage.”

LAWYERS IN FANT 
QUIT PRACTICE DUE 
TO MARTIAL LAW 


Sign Statement Charging U. 
S. Forces Have Thrown 
Island Into Condition of 
Agitation. : 

By the Associated’ Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Many 

attorneys of Port-ay-Prince, Haiti, 
have signed a statement charging 
that the deployment of armed 
American forces has thrown the 
city into a condition of agitation 
and asserting that they will re- 
frain from practising in the island 
courts until “a new order” has 
been instituted. 

This was reported to the State 
Department last night by Briga- 
dier-Genera!l John H. Russell, 
American High Commissioner, who 
simultaneously made a vigorous 
denial of the charges of the 
lawyers. 

He said that quiet prevailed. 
with indications of an improved 
condition throughout the island 
and quoted prominent residents of 
Cape Hatien as saying they would 
“welcome a firm, orderly Govern- 
ment whether administered by 
Americans or by their own peo- 
pie.” 

All assertions of the attorneys, 
Russel] characterized as farcical 
and directly contrary to the facts. 

Russell pointed out that “one 
of the signers was Minister of the 
Interior under Guillaume Sam 
when 167 political prisoners were 
murdered in the prison.” 

Naval officers here are of the 
opinion that, if quiet continues in 
Haiti, the 6500 marines ordered 
there and more recently directed 
to await developments at Guanta- 
namo, Cuba, will be sent back to 
the United States within two 
weeks. Orders went forward yes- 
terday to the U. 8. 8S. Wright, 
which is transporting the force, 
to put in at Guantanamo and 
await orders. 

The.attorneys’ statement says:

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The 
Chamber of Commerce of the Unit- 
ed States, of which Julius H. 
Barnes is chairman of the board, 
issued today through its agricultu- 
ral service department, a state- 
ment which appears to place the 
chamber in opposition to some of 
the farm aid policies now -being 
carried into execution by the Fed- 
eral Farm Board. 

The carefully worded pro- 
nouncement of the chamber is 
given spécial significance at this 
time by the fight which is in prog- 
ress between the Farm Board and 
the Grain Commission men. Meas- 
ures put into effect by the Farm 
Board, in agsisting farmers’ co- 
‘operatives to market their own 
products, have been attacked by 
the commission men as a menace 
to their legitimate interests. 

Apparently this alarm is shared 
by the Chamber of Commerce, 
which, while reiterating its cham- 
pionship of co-operative marketing, 
declares that “The Chamber advo- 
cates co-operative marketing and 
measures in support of it only in- 
sofar as they are not discrimina- 
tory against other private enter- 
prises.”’ 

Basis of Justification. 

Not onty in this, but in the fol- 
lowing paragraphs from the state- 
ment there is an inferentia! criti- 
cism of the Farm Board's activity 
under Chairman Alexander Leg- 
gett: 

“The marketing of agricultural 
products today, as recognized by 
both co-operative and non-co-op- 
erative marketing agencies, is a 
function which demands operation 
under minimum costs. Justifica- 
tion for any radical change in our 
marketing system based upon Fed- 
eral aid rests primarily upon the 
possibility of new systems to func- 
tion at lower costs in the many 
processes of distribution or other- 
wise to greater benefit of the pro- 
ducer. 

“The agricultural service depart- 
ment committee believes that in 
the prosecution of its task the 
Federal Farm Board will give due 
weight to this vital consideration. 

And the committee further de- 
dires to express its belief in the 
principle that proper safeguarding 
of security for loans advanced by 
the Federal Farm Board to co- 
operative marketing associations 
requires positive appraisal of the 
comparative economies in market- 
ing agricultural products by cosop- 
erative associations and  estab- 
lished private agencies. 

“Nnnecessary Duplication.” 

“Again, it is of vital importance 
to the preservation of private cap- 
ital investments in storage and oth- 
er physical marketing facilities, 
that unnecessary duplication of 
such facilities by the use of Fed- 
eral loans be not allowed.” 

Issuance of the statement by the 
Chamber has heightened interest 
in the forthcoming appearance of 
Julius H. Barnes before the Sen- 
ate’s Lobby Investigating Commit- 
tee. 

Barnes is to be questioned about 
reports that he acted as spokes- 
man¢for grain commission men 
who sought to “Call Legge off.” 
Friends of Barnes have asserted 
that his activity in the row with 
the Farm Board was not hostile to 
Legge, but was that of a would-be 
peacemaker between the contend- 
ing interests. -

Relieve Traffic Conges- 


CONCRETE IN PLACE 
OF GRAVEL ROADS 


Favorable Attitude Re- 
garded Result of City’s 
Campaign Against Dis- 


crimination. 


The State Highway Commission 
has adopted a statement of policy 
concerning relief of traffic conges- 
tion around St. Louis and the other 


larger centers of Missouri, promis- 
ing to convert some gravel roads 
inte concrete and to make other 
improvements. 

The statement, issued at Jeffer- 
son City this mcrring, is satisfac- 
tory to St. Louis interests, which 
undertook a campaign last summer 
to overcome apparent discrimina- 
tion in favor of the western part 
of the State, but it is made to ap- 
ply to all congested regions, there- 
by avoiding conflict between the 
cities. 

St. Louisans discussed the sub- 
ject with the commission at a 
meeting here Nov. 26 and yester- 
day « Jefferson City the commia- 
sion authorized preparation of the 
statement by its legal department. 

It was planned to make the 
original designated State highway 
system by 1934, the statement says, 
but revenue appears to be some- 
what in excess of that anticipated 
when the original program was 
made, so that now “the commis- 
sion recognizes the propriety of 
giving increased attention to meas- 
ures of relief in those localities 
where density of traffic “demands 
additional facilities.” 

No Estimate of Funds Made. 

No estimate of the excess funds 
to be available for this object has 
been magie, nor has the comrmis-' 
sion yet designated in detail what: 
improvements it will make to re- 
lieve the growing traffic conges- 
tion, in addition to those hitherto 
announced under the $75,099,000 
bond issue. It reaffirms in the 
statement its “position of relieving 
congested areas,” and declares that 
the contemplated new relief will 
not be done at the expense of 
carrying out the original progrum 
throughout the State. 

The commission resolved to “in- 
dicate its intention in the congested 
areas of converting some of the 
present gravel roads, which are too 
light for the heavy ‘¢raffic and 
which are too. expensive tv main- 
tain, into hard pavement,” 

Walter B. Weisenburger, presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce, 
who led the fight to get better 
roads for the St. Louis region, said 
when informed of the commission's 
action: 

“The commission has undoubt- 
edly acted wisely in announcing a 
policy of relieving congested areas, 
now that the general program is 
completed, and there is money 
available without suffering losses 
to any of the already planned 
work. 

Such a policy will naturally be 
of great importance to the St. Louis 
gateway. being one of the most 
congested sections of the State. 
However, under their resolution it 
cannot in any sense be considered 
purely a St. Louis move. It is a 
promise to equalize the work to 
meet the traffic needs anywhere in 
the State. 

“Fairness of Commission.” 

“The fairness of the commission 
in thus recognizing a condition of 
concern to all the State, but par- 
ticularly to the larger centers, is to 
be appreciated by the whole State, 
because it is the people of Missouri 
wanting to reach centers that gives 
rise to the original need of high- 
ways. Itis to be expected, of 
course, that the working. ovt of 
such a program will, as the resolu- 
tion points out,turn some of the 
heavily burdened gravel roads in 
the eastern part of the State into 
hard pavement and, in general, 
clear the St. Louis gateway to Mis-

New Device Records Any Noise 


Made in Attempt to 
Open Vaults.

NEW YORK,..De. 11.—Sixteen 
hundred business men in the Hotel 
Astor ballroom listened yesterday to 
the ne\. est thin; in.burgiar alarms, 
a little electric “ear” that protects 
great bank gaults. 

At a luncheon of the Merchants’ 
Agsociation they w-:ched Sergius 
P. Grace, assistant vice president 
of the Bell Telephone Laboratories, 
demonstrate the device which re- 
sembles a round tobacco can. 

He picked up a chunky metal 
box, inside of which another “ear” 
was installed in connec.ion with a 
loud speaker. Over the box he 
held a penny, barely three inches 
from ‘the surface. He dropped it, 
and the slight vibrations passed 


“ear” which rumbled like distant 
thunder. 

The “ear” picks up any kind of 
blow on the vault walls, or of a 
boring instrument, or even a Dilow 
torch. Even the turning of a com- 
bination in the lock sets it off, 
Grace said. 

But a erbway train six feet away 
leaves the alarm unaffected,’ un- 
less the subway structure is con- 
nected so that its vibrations pass 
into the vault walls, for the ap- 
paratus picks up only tremors in 
the structure it guards. 

It was disclosed that nearly 100 
of these “ears” have been installed 
in New Yor’ and Philadelphia 
vaults. .

fy’ HE Post-Dispatch is the greatest 
power for public welfare in St. Louis, 
and 1 believe that the publicity it has 
given the scheme of the franchise-grab- 
bers will prevent the streets of our city 
from being handed over to a crowd of 
cold-blooded exploiters. However, it 
seems that nothing can stop the con- 
stant rise in street car fares in St. Louis. 
The latest increase hits the man in poor 
and moderate circumstances very hard 
indeed, for the street car fare for chil- 
dren has been increased 66 2-3 per cent. 
Most of the children in St. Louis go to 
school, and most of the children use the 
street cars, so it is plain to see how the 
parents of the children will suffer under 
this latest rise in the cost of street car 
transportation. The cost to the city of 
St. Louis will be great, as the city pays 
the street car fare of a large number of 
children, although this is not generally 
known. 

It is plain to be seen that what the 
street car company is really working up 
to is a straight 10-cent fare, and they 
will doubtless get it in the end. By 
rendering poor service, such as taking off 
cars, not heating cars sufficiently, etc., 
the P. S. C. expects to make the car rid- 
ing public so desperate that it will be 
in favor of giving the company what 
it wants, but it remains to be seen wheth- 
er such tactics will induce people to ride 
the cars if they are not forced to do so. 
Of course the P. S. C. officials figure 
that a certain number of people have 
to ride the cars, whether they want to 
or not, and thousands of school children 
have to ride the cars in order to get to 
school, so by forcing these to pay high 
fares a great return can be obtained, re- 
gardless of the fact that the total num- 
ber of passengers is decreasing. 

The State Public Service Commission 
says that the P. 8. C. is entitled to a 
certain return based on its valuation, 
and fares will doubtless be raised again 
and again as long as the P. S&S. C. is not 
getting the return the commission says 
it is entitled to. Under such conditions, 
why should the officials of the P. S. C. 
worry because it is not carrying as many 
passengers as it once did? It is better 
to carry fewer passengers and get a high 
fare than to carry a large number for a 
low fare, they figure. 

There must be an end to this fare- 
raising somewhere, however, and no 
doubt the experts employed by the P. 
S. Cc. have it all figured out that a 10- 
cent fare will just “fill the bill.” That 
being the case, we might as well get 
ready to pay a 10-cent fare and look for- 
ward to a little heat in the cars and a 
few more cars in service. The public 
will kick for a time, but as the P. §S. C. 
general attorney recently said, they will 
get used to the high fare and will keep 
on riding the cars (the ones that have 
to).

lar. After wrestling with the problem through sev- 
eral sessions, Congress got down by elimination to 
Government operation of the plan. The logic of 
Senator Norris of Nebraska in defense of this op- 
eration was devastating. After he had convinced not 


Senator to come to Pittsburg and tell his constituents 
the story. That is, the argument of the Nebraska 
Senator was unanswerable. 

Nevertheless, while other Governments everywhere 

are operating in exactly such fields to promote the 
welfare of the people, Mr. Coolidge refused twice to 
let our Government operate Muscle Shoals. Now Mr. 
Hoover says that he does not want it to do so “except 
as an unavoidable by-product of some other major 
public purpose.” He recommends leasing ali or parts 
of the plant, excepting only so much of it as may be 
needed for scientific experimentation having in mind 
the benefit of agriculture. This is, of course, a coun- 
terpart of Secretary Wilbur's plan for Boulder Dam. 
Neither plan proposes to lay costs as determined by 
Government operation down beside the charges for 
power, which brings the matter exactly where the 
power interests want it. This negative policy 
is characteristic of that apathy which has come to 
paralyze the Government in almost every industrial 
quarter where only the Government can serve the 
public interest. The sentiment sometimes expressed 
that if the shipbuilders are to do what they did at 
the Geneva conference the Government can only de- 
fend itself by building its own ships is of such stuff 
as dreams are made on rather than the hard reali- 
ties of American philosophy. The drumfire upon the 
Government’s waterway operation in the lower Mis- 
sissippi River, albeit only the Government could cre- 
ate a rate structure under which private capital could 
hope to operate on these rivers, has never ceased to 
roll. It is rolling now. 
There are limits within which all public owner- 
ship is either desirable or practicable. Only the 
Government in a country like Australia could build 
railroads over a region so sparsely inhabited. In 
the United States no such necessity devolves upon 
the Government. Personal initiative, and that free 
play for the exercise of its genius which Mr. Hoover 
so prizes for it, have been powerful factors in the in- 
dustrial development of the United States. Nobody. 
doubts that the privilege which Mr. Ford has enjoyed, 
or that the encouragement which America lends to 
all those who would rise to the top of the industrial 
heap, have put America far beyond the vision of 
those who would have us move only as the mass 
moves. | 

The public ownership bugaboo is only an ex- 
ploitation of this truth. It does the country. incal- 
culable injury. As in the case of Muscle Shoals, it 
deprives the country of an experiment which might 
havé been the means of bringing power down to the 
level of the public purse and making it the greatest 
beneficence that science has given to men anywhere.

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ZONING. 

The City Plan Commission has called attention to 
a weakness in the administration of zoning in St. 
Louis, and to a method of reform. 

The numerous bills presented to the Board of 
Aldermen for amendment of the zoning regulations, 
to permit of lower type uses than those contemplated 
for districts by the law, constitute a distinct menace 
to the whole principle of zoning. Occasionally amend- 
ments are justified, but many of those sought should 
be denied. The weakness of the system lies in the 
lack of reference to the Plan Commission, which is 


the official body charged with maintaining and im- 


proving the character of the city physically. 

The Commission is asking the Aldermen to consult 
it henceforth before passing on changes. The Board 
of Aldermen had-eliminated a requirement for such 
consultation when the present soning law was 
adopted. The omission was ill advised and the pro- 
vision should be restored to the ordinance. There 


“Vis little opportunity for affected property owners to

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WHEN GOOD FELONS GET TOGETHER. 

Not entirely lugubrious is the country’s reaction 
to Judge FitzHenry’s opinion that any person who 
fails to report a witnessed liquor violation is guilty 
of a felony. The New Yorker, for instance, receives 
the news blithely. It says: 


This gives the country a population almost 
100 per cent felonious. In the 48 states and 
Alaska there must be close to 100,000,000 felons. 
‘ In view of the circumstances we propose 
that about 1000, or maybe 1500, fairly able felons 
unite here in New York, forming the Felon Club. 
We propose further that the entire membership 
Ssh Ter march in a body to the Custom House, 
singing “When good felons get together,” enter 
the place and report each other. The machinery 
of government would be swamped, and the situa- 
tion couldn't be met. We know quite a few felons 
in town whom the Government wouldn't dare put 
in jail—even if there were room—for fear of 
financial ruin to major ‘industries. 


After all, there is no reagon why 100,000,000 people 
who suddenly discover they are guilty of felony 
shouldn’t get some fun out of the situation.

Thus the customers have 
the satisfaction of knowing just 
what they ought to read. There’s 
nothing more disconcertin’, as 
Chick Sale would say, than to spend 
a lot of time on a book that seems 
pretty good, only to learn that it 
can be of no consequence, since 
your neighbors never heard of t& 
and are all talking about the latest 
indubitable masterpiece. 

There is still an unfortunate ele- 
ment of confusion in the situation, 
however. What if all the book 
clubs invade the same territory, 
each with a different best book of 
the month? Perhaps the difficulty 
will be overcome by merging the 
clubs. It is to be hoped that this 
may come to pass soon, so that 
there may be no doubt whatever as 
to the book we all must read at 
the same time,

351,567 BOOKS IN NOVEMBER 


This Is Gain of 14,000 Over Num- 


Fourteen thousand more books 
were borrowed from the &t. Louis 
Public Library last month than in 
November, 1928, Arthur E. Bost- 
wick, librarian, said today. A total 
of 361,667 volumes was circulated, 
190,037 among juveniies. These 
figures represent a gain of 75,402 
over November four years ago, 
Bostwick said. 

The Stix branch, at 226 South 
Buclid avenue, led the branches 
with an increase of 686 volumes, 
and the Gravois branch, at the 
Long School, 8008 Morganford 
road, which was opened Sept. 25, 
was second, distributing 12,132 vol- 
umes.

ry A ARGENTINA, the greatest of. 
[au Spanish. dancers, gave her; 
first recital in St. Louis 
night at the Odeon-before an au- 


jdience that made evident in every 


possible way its recognition of her 
importance and its approval of her 
performance. 

Many of those present had seen 
her before and they, in most cases, 
had spread the word of her skill, 
her grace’and her charm with such 
dilligence that the dancer's firat 
entrance was made in an atmos- 
phere. charged with the highest ex- 
pectancy. That the audience’s ap- 
plause increased steadily as the 
program unrolled was a sufficient 
indication of how well La Argen- 
tina had met the challenge. 

Her program last evening was 
largely an exposition of the holiday 
moods of her people which had 
already been registered in tradi. 
tional dances. These, of course, 
were transformed somewhat to suit 
the needs of a.universally under- 
standable art but without diluting 
the strength of ‘the original or dis- 
torting their significance. <As a 
result- one received from her 
dancing an emotiona] stimulation 
comparable to that offered by the 
sunlit canvasses of Sorolla—or 
rather by what they would offer 
if they would suddenly become 
alive, 

For Argentina’s dances are per- 
formed to rhythms that 

strong, so suggestive and 450 
persuasive that her listeners inevit- 
ably feel their pulses being brought 
into the same beat. The music 
supplies these rhythms to begin 
with and La Argentina accents 
them with her castanéts, while her 
heels, perhaps, are complicating the 
pattern with a cross beat. 

Her castanet playing formed the 
most prodigious phase of her art. 
By this I mean that this consti- 
tuted a sort of obvious virtuosity, 
for she not only marked the rhythm 
but more often than not followed 
the whole contour of the music, 
and with all conceivable grada- 
tions of volume. 

But for the real secret of her art 
one had to look into the subtle 
disposition of her hands, the insin- 
uating lift of a shoulder, the sud- 
den flip of her skirt or the delicate 
play of expression across her face. 
In a combination of these she dis- 
closed the nature and degree of her 
own emotional responses to the 
meaning expressed by the music. 
Her dancing, therefore, was more 
than just a commentary of what 
had already been eloquently set 
forth—it was a restatement in 
terms of her own psychology. 
Those who somehow evaded the 
projection of Madame Argentina’s 
purified art found the warmth 
of her presence inescapable. Her 
whole demeanor was indescribably 
gracious and friendly. The spaces 
of the auditorium altered, some- 
how, to smaller dimensions and her 
dazzling smile took on a personal 
meaning for all who saw it.

In Will They Are Advised to 
Invest Only in High Class 
Securities, 


Wallace D. Simmons, former 
president of the Simmons Hard- 
ware Co., left his entire estate to 


his widow, daughter and son, but 
recommended in his will that in 
making investments they confine 
them to high-class securities “with 
first consideration for safety, even 
at a lesser income.” If they de- 
cide to*make exception to this rule, 
the will sets forth, they are to do 
so to the extent of only part of 
one year’s income, which would not 
be more than they could afford to 
lose. 

The will was filed in Probate 
Court yesterday by the 8t. Louis 
Union Trust Co., which, with Ed- 
ward C. Simmons, a son, is named 
executor. No estimate of the value 
of the estate could be given before 
an inventory is made. Apparently 
Mr. Simmons attempted to create 
a trust of his whole property, with

MEXICO’S NEW PENAL BOARD 
SWORN IN; JURY SYSTEM ENDED 


MEXICO CITY, Dee. 11.—The 
supreme council of defense and s0- 
cial prevention, which will stp- 
plant the jury system in the Fed- 
eral district and the _ territories 
under the new penal code, was 
sworn into office yesterday. The 
new code goes into effect on Sun- 
day. 

The council is made up of three 
attorneys, one alienist and one 
doctor. 

All decisions by the lower courts 
in penal cases must obtain the 
ratification of the council. The 
new code provides that the judges 
in the lower penal courts shall 
study the evidence, pass sentence 
and then submit the sentence to 
the Supreme Council for confirma- 
tion or rejection. 

The council will send delegations 
to ali .territories. Its jurisdiction 
is limited to the Federal District 
and the territories, and it does not 
apply to the states.

Boxing and wrestling may be 
all that their proponents say they 
are and their opponents say they 
aren't but, as intercollegiate sports, 
Washington University will have 
none of them.

Children are so eager to do 
hings, to touch, to venture and to 
dimb, and their ideas of actual 
danger are necessarily so inade- 
quate that we need to protect them 
much and teach them gradually 
how to protect themselves. 

In very early childhood danger- 
ous things such as knives, scissors 
und matches should be kept out of 
sight or at least out of reach. The 
chil@ must be taught early how to 
conduct himself in relation to 
those dangers which it is not pos- 
sible to remove. 

The toddler learns of his own 
accord to climb up the stairs, and 
having reached a dizzy height he 
does not know how to get down 
again. We should teach him how 
‘o climb down backwards from 
stairs and chairs and tables, for we 
mav be sure that no matter how 
often he falls and hurts himeelf, 
the urge to activity is so strong 
‘hat he will never desist, no mat- 
rer how often he falls. 

We may teach even the baby to 
“bring to mother’’ such dangerous 
opdjects as it 18 impossible entirely 
to remove from the environment.

HAT night a terrific storm

Shelves of rock in the cave 
divided the masonry rooms into 
three tiers, one above another. 
One of the upper rooms, on a dif- 
ficult ledge, contained a skeleton. 
Unfortunately there were no grave 
deposits with the body, and I do 
not think it could have been very 
old. 

That the cave had been occupied 
quite early, however, was indi- 
cated by the types of pottery 
which were represented: in the 
scattered shards. We had not been 
able to carry digging tools to the 
cave, so we had to content our- 
selves with simply poking around. 
Some day Lindbergh Cave will be 
worked thoroughly. :

Both these gifts were absolutely 
useless and marred the Christmas 
celebration for two lads. Perhaps 
the excuse of both these givers 
would be they knew nothing abdut 
children's books. This was quite 
apparent. 

People who are notsfamiliar with 

books should seek information from 

reliable sources. The first thing 
they will probably learn will be that 
books should not be selected ac- 
cording to age of child. as is a gen- 
eral custom. Mentality and indi- 
vidual taste must be taken into 
consideration. ‘ 
Most children know what books 
they want and there are ways of 
discovering these desires without 
arousing the child's suspicion. Of 
course, it is not wise to leave the 
choice of books entirely to the 
child. Jutelligent parents will use 
their own discretion in assembling 
a library for their children. If they 
are not familiar with children‘s lit- 
erature they will consult the school 
teacher or the librarian. In either 
case, a list of books suitable for the 
children according to the grade 
may be obtained. Then take into 
consideration the character of the 
child, his interests and his trend of 
thoughts and you will quite likely 
select a book that will please and 
interest the young recipient. 
There are. however, standard 
books that children should read, 
and the Bureau of Education, of 
the Interior Department has com- 


plied a list of 40 books that school 
children should read before they 
are 16 years old. It may assist you 
in selecting your Christmas books, 
so here it is: Little Women, Tan- 
glewood Tales, Andersen's Fairy 
Tales, Alice in Wonderland, Heidl, 
Esop’s Fables.
